Rock Holman — Lepidopterist 


Carefully mounted in numerous glass topped drawers 
and displayed in frames on the walls of the Holman 
basement {s a wonderful world of color, a world of 
fragility and grace -- these are Rock Holman’s 2,700 


butterflies. 


Rock is a lepidopterist, a collector of moths and 
butterflies; Rock’s specialty is butterflies, 

‘I got into this in a round about sort of way,” he says, 
recalling his childhood in Winnipeg. ‘I used to build 
model airplanes and an elderly neighbour was a butter- 
fly collector, He got his specimens sent to him from all 
over the world, in little balsa wood boxes, And it was 
these boxes we were interested in; balsa wood is ideal 


for building airplanes,’’ 


Rock’s neighbour started giving young Rock a few 
butterflies along with the empty containers anditwas not 


long before Rock, too, be- 
came a collector. 

Rock {s probably the only 
serious collector in this 
area, He used to spend an 
average of 20 hours a week 
classifying and mounting the 
specimens he collects, His 
Lions Club activities, Mr. 
Holman is Deputy District 
Governor, are now taking 
up the major portion of his 
spare time and Rock ts not 
now as involved in his butt- 
erflies as he would like to 
be. 

Rock says he is a pere 
fectionist -- if a butterfly 
is not perfect, he does not 
want it, He ts able to mount 
three - four butterflies per 
hour. it is 2 painstaking 
job, and Rock's butterflies 
are mounted perfectly. 


Pressure relief 


“To me, this is the best 
pressure relief I know of,” 
he says, “As long as I can 
get outdoors with my net 
and get close to nature, 
catching butterflies, I'll

Rock is verv much aware 
of the picture the general 
public has of the butterfly 


collector, ‘‘We all have seen * 


the queer character, pranc- 
ing along with his net, as 
depicted in cartoons,*’ This 
does not bother him in the 
least, ‘‘I have had my share 
of people asking if the fish 
were biting, when they saw 
me with my net, I suppose 
people still look at me, won- 
dering what kind of fellow 
am I; I don't really know, 
nor care,’’ 

‘Before you can catch a 
butterfly, you have to see 
it,"’ Rock says, And Rock 
sees butterflies .... He 
can be travelling along at 
60 miles per hour and sudd- 
enly step on the brakes, 
because, along the roadside, 
he saw the gentle fluttering 
of a butterfly’s wings. 
‘Sometimes, Shirley (his 
wife) and I will drive down 
a country road at 10 miles 
per hour. Or, I should say, 
Shirley does the driving, 


and I sit on top of the hood 
with my butterfly net,’’ 


Asphyxiation 


Rock stalks his butter- 
files. ‘‘You’ll never catch 
them if you chase them,” 
he says. A butterfly at rest 
will fold his wings, Rock 
picks up his quarry gently 
and if a quick examination 
reveals a specimen in good 
condition, one which Rock 
is interested in adding to 
his collection, he quickly 
renders it lifeless by 
squeezing its thorax, If he 
does not want it, it files 
away, unharmed, 

Rock prefers not to use 
ether or cyanide -- with 
these there is always the 
risk of decoloration, he says 

Because of their fragility, 
butterflies have to be hand- 
led with extreme care, Quite 
often, Rock does not get 
around to mounting his spe- 
cimens until considerable 
time after they were caught, 
When they are first cap- 
tured, butterflies are easily 
handled, he points out. But 
after they have been dead 
for some time, they, like 
all creatures, become stiff. 
When this happens, Rock 
puts his butterflies in a 
container with damp sand; 
this will make them pliable 
and enables Rock to mani- 
pulate them again, 

The butterfly’s body shell 
consists of something call- 
ed chyten; this does not 
decompose, Rock recalls 
reading somewhere of a100- 
year old specimen which

Rock has been looking for 
the elusive Black Swallow- 
tail there for five years 
now, ‘‘Nothing,’’ he says, 
‘maybe they’ve been wiped 
out, Who knows ?’’ 

Rock says collectors will 
pay up to $400 for one Black 
Swallowtail in perfect con- 
dition, ‘‘A damaged one will 
bring $125,"’, he says, Would 
Rock pay that kind of money? 
“Nope, nor would I sell for 
that amount if ever I caught

Rock’s explanation of his 
most fascinating hobby is 
spiced with interesting 
anecdotes, Take the case of 
the Monarch and Vicero; 
butterflies, “The Viceroy, 
in its entire course of life 
from caterpillar to chrysal. 
is, bears no resemblance 
at all to the Monarch; until 
it emerges as a butterfly, 
then they are so alike it is

servatives,’’ Rock’s oldest 


specimen was caught 63 
years ago, it looks no diff- 
erent than his most recent 
additions, 

Most of the butterflies 
in the Holman collection 
were caught by Rock, some 
he had given to him, others 
he traded with fellow collec- 
tors and few are bought. 
His Baltimore Checkerspots 
were a gift from his broth- 
er, a doctor in Baltimore, 

“Every year he would 
write and ask ‘what do you 
want for Christmas,’ and 
every year I would answer 
back: just send me some 
Baltimore Checkerspots, He 
never did, always sent me a 
tie."’ Then, one year, alittle 
box arrived, and init. .. 
Baltimore Checkerspots! 

‘It’s a funny thing about 
these,"’ Rock explains, 
“they never go more thana 
few hundred yards from 
their birthplace, Therefore, 
if you find one, look around 
a bit more, his brothers and 
Sisters are usually in the 
immediate vicinity,” 

The Checkerspot is a 
handsome butterfly, black 
upperside with a marginal 
row of red spots and several 
rows of pale yellow spots, 
usually three rows on the 
fore-wings and two rows on 
the hind wings, Several addi- 
tional large red spots may 
also be scattered on both 
wings; no two are ever alike, 


one,"’ What if he caught two 
or three, then would he sell? 
“No, maybe if I caught ele- 
ven, and one of them was 
almost identical to one of 
the others, then, maybe.’’ 

The Nordegg area is a 
favorite with Rock Holman; 
he tries to get up there 
several times each year, 
“There is one species up 
there which is found in only 
one other place in the 
world -= the Arctic,’’ This 
butterfly feeds on a parti- 
cular grass and the theory 
is that with the ice-agesome 
of this grass was pushed 
down to the Nordegg area, 
It grows only in those two 
places and that is where 
this butterfly is found, 

One achievement Rock is 
quietly proud of is the spe- 
cies of butterfly he caught 
in the Moose Jaw area, 


Holmani species 


“This particular type of 
butterfly had no business 
being there; its kind is nor- 
mally found at altitudes of 
5,000 + 6,000 feet, in the 
Colorado mountains,’’ he 
notes, ‘‘They were comple- 
tely different from anything 
else found in that area, But, 
that year, on June 18, the 
place was swarming with 
them,*’ Rocksays, He caught 
several hundreds of them 
and sent them to collectors 
all over the world,

The mimicking Viceroy 
knows what it is doing -- 
birds have learned to leave 
the Monarch, which feeds 
on milkweed, strictly alone, 
because of its revolting 
taste.

Large wings 

Some of these creatures 
have been known to have 
flown well over a thousand 
miles; others flutter around 
and die within a relatively 
small area, perhaps the 
same garden in which they 
first emerged from the pupa, 
Rock points out, 

The butterfly has dispro- 
portionally large wings -- 
the body weight of a medium 
sized butterfly may be 
roughly that of a large bee, 
yet the wing expanse is 20 
times that of a bee of equal 
weight. 

If these wings should be 
broken off, the creature will 
perish, Even if the wings 
are just torn, many of the 
scales are rubbed off and 
the insect’s life will be rad- 
ically shortened, for lost 
scales are not replaced by 
new growth, Also, when this 
happens, the butterfly’s pro- 
tective color has become 
imperfect and it can be spot- 
ted more easily by enemies, 

Its ability to fly will be 
hampered by displacement 
of weight, when some of the 
scales are rubbed off. The 
wings are perfectly balan- 
ced; when this balance is 
upset, there will be an un- 
even flow of air over the 
wings, With awkward flight, 
the butterfly can no longer 
elude the swift birds that 
prey upon it. 

‘Butterflies are all 
around us, all you have to 
do is look for them,"’ says 
Rock Holman, Could he ever 
imagine a world without but- 
terflies?

Nurses 
discuss 
trends 


and 
concerns 


The first meeting of the 
1971-72 season of the St. 
Albert Chapter ofthe Alber- 
ta Association of Registered 
Nurses was held Wednesday, 
Oct, 6 in the St, Albert Pub- 
lic Library. 

Twenty nurses attended, 
and a short business meet- 
ing was held, Miss Besweth- 
erick, associate professor 
of nursing administration at 
the University of Alberta, 
was the guest speaker for 
the evening, 

Miss Beswetherick’s re- 
marks centered around the 
concerns expressed by those 
present, She reviewed the 
basic functions that nurses 
must fulfill, and stressed 
a need to keep informed 
in order to contribute to 
better patient care. She 
mentioned that everyone can 
become more knowledgeable 
about nursing trends, simply 
by reading current nursing 
journals and compilations. 

With the present high cost 
of hospital care resulting in 
fewer staff members, nur- 
ses feel hampered in per- 
forming the quality of nurs- 
ing that they desire; there- 
fore better education can 
increase the efficiency in 
coordinating patient care. 

Miss Beswetherick dealt 
briefly with the different 
programs that are offered 
to student nurses, and she 
stressed the need for coune 
selling in order to deter- 
mine the most suitable 
training program for each 
individual, New trends in 
patient care still in the ex- 
perimental stages were dis- 
cussed, 

The key factors empha- 
sized in meeting the chang- 
ing conditions within the 
nursing profession, were the 
utilization of knowledge and 
professional judgement ine 
stead of emotionalism when 
problems arise.
